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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rear hook and its parts, such as 
the limiting stops on the two sides, as recited in claim 1 must be shown in Fig. 6 or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 3 recites the limitation 
wherein the rear hook has the lateral locking holes and the rear locking hole is formed between 
the lateral locking holes. Furthermore, claim 1 in which claim 3 depends from recites the 
limitation wherein the rear hook has the two sides that includes limiting stops that resists against 
the two wings formed on the front hook. The limitations in claim 1 appear to be shown in Figs. 
3-5. And the limitations in claim 3 appear to be directed to Fig. 6. However, Fig. 6 fails to show 
the limitations concerning the rear hook as recited in claim 1 and it is not clear how the rear hook 
30 as shown in Figs. 3-5 is connected or engaged with the front hook as shown in Fig. 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marui, U.S. 
Patent 6,216,558. 

Marui shows, in Figs. 13-17, a bicycle treadle comprising a treadle body 18; a front hook 
42 locking to a locking surface of the treadle body; a rear hook 38 locking to a rear side of the 
treadle body; and an elastomer (as shown in the form of a coiled spring in Fig. 13) resisting 
against the rear hook; a front end of the front hook being formed with a buckle 43; the buckle 
having a hole; each of two sides of the buckle contacting with the front hook having a tilt surface 
(shown in Fig. 14); a buckling sheet 70 (as shown in Fig. 1 1 or 12) being buckled to the buckle 
of the front hook; two rear sides of the front hook having respective wings (shown in Fig. 13); 
each wing being protruded from a surface of the front hook; two sides of the rear hook having 
respective limiting stops corresponding to the wings (shown in Fig. 13); in assembly, the two 
limiting stops resisting against the two wings; wherein in use, a buckling sheet in a sole of a 
show is buckled with the buckle so that the shoe is fixed therein; and wherein two front lateral 
sides of the front hook have respective protruding portions for facilitating the assembly of the 
buckling sheet to the buckle.
